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SEA DRILLING PERMITS ARE DENIED BY FEDERAL LAND OFFICE 


RULING APPEAL 
PLANNED BY 
OIL GROUP 


MORE ABOUT 

RELIEF 


Orange county oil men today 
were interested in the news' that 
the federal land office at Washing¬ 
ton has denied applications of a 
group of oil and gas prospectors 
for permits to drill in the Pacific 
ocean. 

The applications were filed by 
A. M. Wireick, C. W. List, P. G. 
Quinn and Clifford Finney. 

The ruling made by Federal 
Land Commissioner Johnson, deny¬ 
ing the applications, will be ap¬ 
pealed by the attorney for the ap¬ 
plicants, George Bush. Mr. Bush 
was prominently connected with 
local litigation when independent 
whipstock drillers at Huntington 
Beach were sued by the state for 
taking state oil. 

The lands affected in the appli¬ 
cations were said to be part of the 
old Las Bolsas land grant in 
Orange county and the La Ballona 
rancho near Santa Monica. News 
of the federal action was received 
at Los Angeles by Paul B. Wit- 
mer, former mayor of Santa Ana, 
who is now federal land registrar 
at Los Angeles. 

The applications were denied on 
the ground that two of them 
sought permits to drill on tide- 
lands owned by the state, over 
which the federal government has 
no jurisdiction. The other two re¬ 
quests were denied on the ground 
that they were for drilling on 
private property, where again 
there was no federal jurisdiction.

state supervisors’ association will 
be asked to call a general meeting 
of supervisors from all counties to 
outline a definite state welfare 
program. 

Could Increase 15 Per Cent 

The decision that county budget 
increases beyond the 5 per cent 
limit will not be made without 
asking for a vote of the people 
was announced in a resolution 
adopted during the morning ses¬ 
sion of the conference. 

Supervisor Jerome pointed out 
that the Riley-Stewart law, under 
a recent supreme court decision, 
actually will permit a budget in¬ 
crease for Orange county of ap¬ 
proximately 15 per cent. He ex¬ 
plained that the 5 per cent limita¬ 
tion on increased expenditures is 
governed by the largest amount 
collected in taxes in the past three 
years, and pointed out that for 
the past three years Orange 
county expenditures have been de¬ 
creased annually, and it is pos¬ 
sible to go back to 1933 and add 
the 5 per cent allowable increase 
for each year. 

Need Stressed 

The need for a definite state 
welfare program was stressed by 
Supervisor Jerome who said that 
because California has never had 
a co-ordinated program, some 
counties have had their entire wel¬ 
fare burden carried by the federal 
government while others, includ¬ 
ing Orange county, have been 
forced to carry the greater portion 
of the relief burden. 

"Orange county,” Supervisor 
Jerome said, ’’has borne a greater 
portion of its welfare burden than 
any other county in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and, with one or two ex¬ 
ceptions, greater than any county 
in the state. 

"For years the board has re¬ 
duced expenditures in an effort to 
lighten the tax burden for property 
owners, and today the county is 
being penalized for this economy.” 

Meet With Lewis 

During the afternoon session 
Saturday, the supervisors met with 
Max Lewis, spokesman for Frank 
Y. McLaughlin, California admin¬ 
istrator for the federal works pro¬ 
gram who is in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Lewis said that in the past, 
SERA has been carrying practical¬ 
ly all the employment relief bur¬ 
den in the state. In many cases, 
he said, SERA has carried a large 
group of people who would have 
been county charges as unemploy¬ 
ables, It is this group that is to 
be turned back to the counties for 
rehabilitation or support. 

Withdrawal of federal aid in all 
but actual work relief programs is 
scheduled for July 1. State and 
county officials of SERA, accord¬ 
ing to Supervisor Jerome, have 
not yet been told how the new 
program will operate.

The original 
holdings totalled about 110,000 
acres, only a few thousand of 
which have been sold. 

After the death of the pioneer 
Irvine, his brother George man¬ 
aged the ranch for a while. Man¬ 
agement was turned over to James 
Irvine, sr., when he was a young 
man between 20 and 30.

The Santa Ana river flood of 
1916 caused damage of $1,850,000 
to land alone, and a similar flood j 
today would result in approxi¬ 
mately four times as costly havoc, 
it was indicated today by Murray 
Thompson, county flood control 
engineer. Mr. Thompson ad¬ 
dressed directors and members of 
the chamber of commerce at the 
Green Cat cafe this noon. 

His address, accompanied by 
slides showing damage caused by 
the 1916 flood, emphasized the im¬ 
portance of flood control on the 
Santa Ana river and other 
streams. An $11,600,000 Orange 
county project has been submitted 
to the Public Works Administra¬ 
tion and has a front rank position 
among projects throughout the na¬ 
tion. Owing to a new setup in or¬ 
ganization, the project recently 
was returned from state head¬ 
quarters for minor changes, but 
will be back at the state office 
this week without any loss of pri¬ 
ority, Mr. Thompson said. 

Showing how water levels had 
dropped rapidly, Mr. Thompson 
stressed the need for conserva¬ 
tion. He said the proposed dam 
at Prado would enable recovery of 
an average of 21,000 acre-feet of 
water annually, but that there is 
an annual overdraft of 40,000 
acre-feet. About 26,000 acre-feet 
could be saved on streams in the 
southern part of the county, while 
cities in the Metropolitan Water 
district have been allotted about 
14,000 acre-feet per year, said the 
speaker.

In 15 Rounds

NEW YORK, Monday, June 24. 
(JP )—The search for fistic fire¬ 
works leads tomorrow night to the 
Yankee stadium, where the big¬ 
gest boxing crowd of the year will 
see if the youthful cannon cracker 
from Detroit, Joe Louis, has 
enough explosive power to blast 
through the ponderous defense of 
Primo Camera. 

Acclaimed the most terrific 
puncher in heavyweight ranks 
since Jack Dempsey, Louis will at¬ 
tempt to cut down his 260-pound 
opponent on the spot where the 
celebrated Manassa mauler flat¬ 
tened Jack Sharkey eight years 
ago. 

Even Money Bets 

The betting was even money 
that the “Brown Bomber” would 
do it well inside the limit of 15 
rounds, but a good share of the ex¬ 
perts at least will be convinced 
only when they see it done. 

Louis will make his metropoli¬ 
tan debut after a sensational 
“buildup.” Only 21 years old and 
barely a year out of amateur 
ranks, the Detroit Negro has com¬ 
piled an amazing record in the 
middle west. He scored 18 knock¬ 
outs in 22 professional fights. He 
is reputed to have had every op¬ 
ponent he ever met, amateur or 
pro, on the floor at least once with 
his short, deadly punches. 

He has yet to feel the pressure 
under fire, however, so that it re¬ 
mains to be seen how effective he 
will be against a fighter of Car- 
nera’s size, courage and staying 
powers. 

No Soft Touch 

No one expects Camera, for all 
his tremendous bulk, to bowl over 
the youthful Negro. Primo’s 
punch is strictly of the barnstorm¬ 
ing variety, but the Italian giant 
no longer is lightly regarded. 

Fast for his size and exceeding¬ 
ly game, despite his tendency to 
become flustered by a heavy at¬ 
tack, Camera has developed an 
effective left hand to support his 
bear-like tactics at close range. It 
remains to be seen whether ha 
can forestall another such batter¬ 
ing as he took at Max Baer’s 
hands a year ago. 

If the fight goes the limit and 
he hasn’t been on the floor too 
often, Camera should have an ex¬ 
cellent chance to win on points. 
The victor will be matched in 
September with Max Baer. 

Louis After Title 

Louis is gunning for the heavy¬ 
weight championship, ambitious to 
be the first of his race to scale the 
top since Jack Johnson ruled fis- 
tiana, but the goal looks a long 
way off. The plans for Champion 
James J. Braddock do not call for 
any taste of the dynamite in the 
young Negro's fists. 

If the predictions of Promoter 
Mike Jacobs are fulfilled, the fight 
will draw more than 40,000 cash 
customers and a "gate” approxi¬ 
mating $400,000. 

These figures are sensational, 
measured by current box office 
standards. They would mean the 
second largest “house” in fight his¬ 
tory for a heavyweight mixed 
match. Harry Wills and Luis An¬ 
gel Firpo, the “wild bull of the 
Pampas,” drew slightly more than 
$500,000 at Boyle’s Thirty Acres, 
Jersey City, in 1924.

3-5 seconds in 1914. 

To University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia went the team champion¬ 
ship with 74 1-5 points, but to the 
unbeatable Owens went individual 
glory that far overshadowed the 
collective efforts of the Trojans 
and all personal rivals. 

Owens won the 100 and 220-yard 
dashes in 9.8 and 21.5 seconds re¬ 
spectively and climaxed the finals 
with a convincing victory over 
Glenn Hardin of Louisiana State, 
defending champion, in the 220- 
yard low hurdles. The time was 
23 4. He clinched the broad jump 
in Friday's trials.

“Get that man!” 

As the traffic officer started in 
pursuit, Burke turned and fired 
a shot. While the bystanders 
hastily sought cover, the officer re¬ 
turned the fire. Two bullets struck 
Burke in the back. 


PEIPING, China, Monday, June 
24. UP l—Japan and China reached 
a new accord in disputed North 
China today, effecting a settle¬ 
ment of the Changpei incident. 

Gen. Kenji Doihara, Japan's 
"Lawrence of Manchuria” and Gen. 
Chin Teh Chuan, China’s governor 
of Chahar province, completed the 
agreement in a conference after 
which Japanese officials announced 
the case was closed. 

General Chin, who had replaced 
the ousted Gen. Sung Cheh Yuan, 
promptly resigned the governor¬ 
ship. The terms of the Vhangpei 
settlement, however, were not 
made known. 

General Chin’s resignation, which 
he had personally forecast, was 
considered a result of his dissatis¬ 
faction with the expected trend of 
affairs in the province and also 
his loyalty to his predecessors. 


Italian Leader Ignores 
Explanation of Anglo- 
German Naval Pact

ROSE, Monday. June 24. Well- 
informed sources said today that 
Premier Mussolini, in conference 
with Capt. Anthony Eden of Great 
Britain, is prepared to demand the 
exclusion of Ethiopia from the 
League of Nations if the British 
diplomat raises the subject of the 
Italo-Ethiopian conflict and its ef¬ 
fect upon the league. 

Official Italian circles said they 
hoped the subject would not be 
brought up between the two 
statesmen but British authorities 
said they considered its discussion 
inevitable. 

The two foregathered at Venezia 
palace this morning and conversed 
for two hours on the Anglo-Ger¬ 
man naval pact and the proposed 
western European aviation agree¬ 
ment. 

Ignores Naval Explanation 

Italian sources said II Duce 
turned a deaf ear to Eden's ex¬ 
planations of Great Britain's naval 
accord with Germany. 

Italians predicted freely that no 
results would come from the con¬ 
ference between II Duce and Brit¬ 
ain's roving representative of 
peace, save possibly for a Euro¬ 
pean air accord. 

Concerning the Anglo - German 
naval accord, they said Mussolini 
told Captain den he could not 
approve the unilateral manner in 
which it was reached without 
bringing Italy and France into the 
'inal discussion. 

Indicative of the Italian atti- 
lude toward EcVm’s visit was the 
fact that newspapers were in¬ 
structed not to give it prominence. 


Continues Present Law 

It is a continuation of the ex¬ 
isting temporary law, enacted as 
an emergency measure in January 
by the legislature and scheduled to 
expire in September. Because the 
Jones bill carries an urgency 
clause, it immediately replaces the 
present statute. 

The new law permits a mort¬ 
gagor In default or who has 
been foreclosed to go into court 
and ask that during the period 
of the moratorium he be given 
relief on interest and principal 
payments, the amount of which 
the court may set or even elimi¬ 
nate. 

The mortgagor must, however* 
pay taxes and insurance. 

If the property has been sold but 
the period of redemption has not 
expired, the court may extend the 
redemption period to the end of 
the moratorium and in such a case 
the court may decide what should 
be paid in insurance and taxes as 
well as principal and interest. 

Defaulters Eliminated 

Relief applications may not be 
filed after January 1, 1937. 

Other provisions prevent a court 
from extending the date of fore¬ 
closure sales beyond February 1, 
1936, and permits purchasers of 
property or chattels attached to 
real property under contracts to 
apply for moratoriums on fore¬ 
closures, or forfeiture of interest 
to end on February 1, 1937. 

The moratorium may not be used 
by mortgagors who have assumed 
obligations after February 1, 1935, 
nor may those who acquire de¬ 
faulted mortgages after June 22, 
1935, seek relief. 

Receivership proceedings cannot 
be started by a mortgagor ex¬ 
cept in connection with a suit of 
foreclosure.

Measure Would Have Enabled Upper Count 
Continue Sinking Water and Cutting Down 
Orange County's Share, Senator Says 


What kind of communism Christ 
preached was the subject of the 
morning sermon of the Rev. H. W. 
Meyer of St. Peter’s Lutheran 
church yesterday. 

“My American history,” said the 
minister, "has this short sentence 
in regard to Jamestown, 1619: ‘A 
little later the sharing of harvests 
in common was abandoned, and 
the settlers were given their lands 
in full ownership.’ A certain type 
of communism was attempted and 
abandoned. Some say that the 
Christian communism described in 
our text was abandoned shortly 
after its inception and never re¬ 
vised. On the contrary, it has re¬ 
mained in the Christian church to 
this day and is ever flowering 
forth according to the need. We 
must not identify Christian com¬ 
munism with the type of commun¬ 
ism found in Russia or the kind 
feared in the U. S. A. 

“The Christian communism of 
the early church was voluntary, a 
religious fruit, and Holy Spirit in¬ 
spired. The Apostles preached a 
resurrected Savior and all that lay 
behind that resurrection in the 
plan of God. Their preaching was 
narrow and uncompromising: 
‘Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men 
whereby we must be saved.’ But 
that narrow preaching found con¬ 
verts due to the power of the Holy 
Ghost, and the converts voluntarily 
changed their attitude toward 
their worldly possessions. The 
change of attitude was not a legal 
reform by the government, not a 
revolt by the needy against the 
prosperous, but a change of heart 
toward possessions wrought by the 
Holy Ghost and the change of 
heart took place in those who had 
the possessions.”

Not Disappointed 

The amendment which Senator 
Edwards proposed would have pre¬ 
vented water spreading east of 
Tippecanoe street, San Bernardino. 
By thus providing that water in 
the river must pass below Tippe¬ 
canoe street before being sunk 
underground, Orange county would 
have been assured of a greater 
chance to secure its share of the 
flow. 

Senator Edwards, however, ex¬ 
pressed no disappointment over the 
fact that the bill did not pass. 

The amendment also would have 
provided that any water spreading 
must be done under supervision 
of the boards of supervisors of 
Orange, Riverside and San Bernar¬ 
dino counties. 

Not Dead Issue 

That the upper county does not 
regard the bill as a dead issue was 
evidenced in a statement by its 
author, Assemblyman Godfrey A. 
Andreas of Upland, who said he 
will introduce it in a proposed 
special session of the legislature 
next winter, when relief legisla¬ 
tion is scheduled for consideration. 

Even if the bill had passed, it 
probably would not have been 
signed, in Senator Edwards’ opin¬ 
ion. He explained that it was one 
of a large number of "pork bar¬ 
rel" measures in the last-minute 
rush, and that there undoubtedly 
would have been no money avail¬ 
able to make the appropriation 
effective, even if the measure had 
passed. 


San Bernardino county’s charge 
that Orange county killed its pro¬ 
posed $400,000 appropriation for 
water spreading on the Santa Ana 
river is absolutely correct, accord¬ 
ing to Senator N. T. Edwards of 
Orange. In fact, Senator Edwards 
said, he is willing to accept the 
blame himself. 

The bill, which passed the as¬ 
sembly at the last session, would 
have enabled the upper county to 
continue sinking water into its 
underground basin. Orange coun¬ 
ty leaders have pointed out before 
that San Bernardino county is con¬ 
tinually attempting to establish 
rights to more and more water, 
and that the more the interior 
county is allowed to sink into its 
basin, the less Orange county will 
get. 

However, Senator Edwards said, 
he did not block the bill because 
of resentment over a spoke the 
upper county tried to put in 
Orange county's water district act 
amendment. He said he would 
have attempted to protect Orange 
county’s interests in any event. 

Rights Stricken Out 

The amendment to the Orange 
county water district act would 
have given the district certain emi¬ 
nent domain powers which it could 
have exercised in the Mojave river 
valley. 

The amendment to the act 
passed, however, with the Majove 
rights stricken out. But Orange 
county water experts have not ap¬ 
peared particularly concerned over 
that fact. They believe that if 
they wish to import Mojave river 
water that is not put to beneficial 
use. they can proceed under exist¬ 
ing legislation. 

Senator Edwards explained that 
the $400,000 appropriation measure 
came up in the senate at the last

Beware of Typhoid 


Herbert Kendall, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles S. Kendall, was one 
of the graduates from the eighth 
grade at First street school, and 
last evening he was host to the 
boys of his class. 


Boil the water taken from uncer¬ 
tain sources before drinking it. 

When, however, contact with 
waters of uncertain bacterial pu¬ 
rity is unavoidable, the safe pre¬ 
caution is to be vaccinated with 
typhoid vaccine. 

This procedure Is without dan¬ 
ger, without much discomfort and 
comparatively inexpensive. 

Vaccination Valuable 

Typhoid vaccination has been 
shown to be of definite value as 
a prophylactic against the disease. 
Its efficacy as a preventive of 
typhoid was proved once again in 
a recent survey of our army and 
navy experience. 

Though unquestionably among 
the most serious of the diseases 
that can be transmitted by pollut¬ 
ed water, typhoid is not the only 
one. 

One also has to bear in mind 
the hazards of a variety of diar¬ 
rheal diseases. Bathing in polluted 
waters may be responsible for in¬ 
flammatory diseases of the eye 
and infections of the nose, the 
throat and the sinuses. 

It is best to be safe—to be wary 
of strange waters. 


A babbling brook many pro¬ 
nounce a sentence of illness and 
death. 

Despite its clear, sparkling wa¬ 
ter, its tempting coolness, its ro¬ 
mantic appeal, it may be germ¬ 
laden and the unwary who drink 
of its waters may find themselves 
seriously and dangerously ill. 

Every summer our record of ty¬ 
phoid cases mounts. Despite nu¬ 
merous warnings, people refuse or 
fail to appreciate the danger in 
polluted waters. 

They bathe in streams that are 
clean enough to the eye but which 
are bacterially soiled. As they 
bathe, they take some of the wa¬ 
ter into their mouth and swallow 
disease germs. 

Watch Water 

Persons camping or otherwise 
“communing with nature” may 
take water from a stream, a rivu¬ 
let or a brook, unmindful of the 
fact that each of these may be 
polluted. 

There is only one safe way of 
dealing with unknown water. Take 
no chances, trust no water which 
is not definitely known to be safe.

MORE ABOUT OIL 

(San Bernardino Sun) 


Controversy over tidelands drill¬ 
ing in Orange county develops the 
declaration there exists a great 
pool of oil worth $500,000,000. 

That oil belongs to the state of 
California. 

As the result of angry words in 
the closing days of the legislative 
session, charges and counter¬ 
charges of "hot money,” there was 
not proper consideration of the de¬ 
velopment of the great deposit of 
oil. 

A bill to provide for so-called 
“island drilling" was defeated. A 
bill to provide for slant drilling 
was passed. Under the latter bill 
the Standard Oil company, which 
owns the land along the beach, 
would drill wells on an angle and 
tap the great oil pool under the 
tidelands. Under the former bill 
the Gilmore Exporation corpora¬ 
tion would have built concrete is¬ 


lands in the water and drilled into 
the oil pool. 

The "island drilling” may be ob¬ 
jectionable because of the danger 
of pollution of the water with oil 
that would be carried to other 
Southern California beaches. That 
objection, together with charges 
and counter-charges about "hot 
money,” resulted in the legislature 
washing its hands of the “island 
drilling” plan. Yet unless there is 
“island drilling” the pool will be 
eventually drilled by the Standard 
Oil company from its vantage 
point on privately owned land on 
the beach. 

The entire situation requires 
careful study by the people of 
California. This is no longer an 
issue to be determined by the ideas 
If there is $500,000,000 worth of 
oil under the tidelands of Orange
